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THaA STOLLINGS FAMILY IN BOON? COUNTY

' INTRODUCTION: ‘To do a short history on a Boone County 
Family 1s next ot impossible without soins back to the berin- 
ning which always takes us back to other states and counties. 
therefore we will deal with Jacob wtallings and his family before 
they came to this area and their settlement of what is no» Logan 
county, and then we will follow the line's of his descendants 
into what is now Boone County, West Vireinia. 


Ihe original spelling of our name is stallings, althouch 
the descendants of Jacob Stallings now spell it stollines. 
vome branches of the stallines family can trace their ancestry 
back to the early 1600's in Denmark. This is not the case with 
our Jacob. 

Jacob otallings was probably born around 1750 in North 
Carolina, He married sarah * pefore 1780. When I deal 
with the early years of Jacobs life before 1794, I am suessinge. 
since our ancestors moved around so much, it is not impossible 
for Jacob to have been in the following places. 

In 1782 there is a Jacob stallings and Joel Estes in Henry 
County, Virginia. Was this our Jacob? Four of Jacob Stallings 
children married children of a Joel Estes. 

survey Book D, page 738 of Montgomery County, Virginia 
shows a Jacob otallings owning 125 acres of land on the West 
oide of New River on 16 Vet. 1789. since there are no 1790 
census records of Montgomery County in existence I can not check 
to see if he was there in 1790, 

some of Jacob's children were born in North Carolina, In 
the 1790 census of Rowan County, North Carolina, Salisbury Dis- 
trict I find a Jacob Stallings who fits the description of our 
Jacob. He has t son under 16 years old and 3 daughters. He is 
also the owner of 1 slave. 

The mystery is am I dealing with two separate Jacob Stallings 
or just following the same Jacob as he moves around. From 17964 
to the present 1 am sure of the facts. 

According to records in Kanawha County, Jacob otallings 
purchased the land he was living on at Crawley Creek in 1796, 
Jacob being one of the first settlers of present day Lozan Co. 
He was a Methodist Minister and farmer, being a slave owner and 
considered well to do for this period of time. Jacob performer 
most of the marriages ceremony's of the early settlers of this 
area. He died before June 1819 and is buried on the property 
of the Logan County Country Club according to one of his des- 
cendants, stonewall Barker. ‘This was originally part of the 
otallings property. 

sarah, wife of Jacob Stallings died between 1820-1830 and 
was probably buried near Jacob. Following is a record of their 
children, taken from the records of Cabell, Logan, and Boone 


counties. 
*Wife of Jacob may have been Sarah Ann, dau of Josiah Smith of Henry Co. Va.

Isaac Stollings son of Jacob and Sarah, married Sarah 
Slizabeth Perry, (dau. of John & HMlLizabeth (Dixon) Perry) Feb. 
8th 1820 in Cabell County. They had at least 5 children but 
the names of only three are known to me. Cynthia Stollines 
who married first Richard Taylor and second her cousin Griffin, 
son of Josiah and Lovey stollings. Granville stollings who 
married Elizabeth dau. of Robert and Juliet (Conley) Chambers, 
and James R. stollings who appears in the 1880 Logan County 
census without wife or family. 

Granville and Hlizabeth stollings settled in Washington 
District of 3oone County and raised the following children:

The third stollings to settle in Boone County was a srand- 
son of Jacob stollings and a son of Josiah & Hovey (Estes) 
vtollings. Nelson stollings married Lurana, daughter of 
Abraham & Mary (Ballard) Workman between 1840-1844. He lived 
on Crawley Creek in Logan County until shortly before 1840 and 
then moved to Trace Fork in Boone County. During the Civil War 
he suffered heavy property and financial losses. He became a 
mail contractor anc transported mail from Logan to Charleston 
and between Logan and Wayne County. He also established a 
post office at Trace Fork, now known as Manila. Nelson and 
Lurana were members of the Missionary Baptist Church and the 
democratic party. (Their sympathy lay with the south.) Nelson 
and Lurana are buried on Hollywood Branch near the home of their 
grandson Willie dg, stollings. I don't have the date of Nelson's 
death but Lurana died Aug. 9, 1892. Children of Helson and 
Lurana were:

In the name of God, Amen, I, Jacob stallines of Cabell 
County & otate of Virginia, being weak in body but of sound mind 
and disposing memory, for which I thank God, & calling to mind 
the uncertainty of human life, being cesirous to dispose of all 
Such worldly sstate as it has pleased God to bless me aligial, Jnaliskhey 
I give and bequeath unto my beloved wife, carah Stellings, one 
peace of land inclosing my dwelling house, to-wit: Berinning at 
a double white walnut standing on the bank of the river between 
the house and Crawley's Creek & marked o, from thence north forty 
decrees, west fifty-five poles to a poplar marked s. from thence 
forty degrees east to the back line that crosses the moun- 
tain and with the said line to a double buckeye standing on the 
bank of the river, from thence down the meanders of the river to 
the beginning, which land and premises to be equally divided be- 
tween Jessey Stallings and Jacob stallings at my wife Sarah's 
death. 1 also give and bequeath to my wife sarah the bed and 
furniture which she now sleeps in, also fifty dollars worth of 
household furniture appraised at cash price, such as she shall 
make choice of, I also give and bequeath unto my daurhter, Sus- 
anna saker, wife of Henry Baker, one peace of land at the lower 
end of the tract I now live on, joining the place he bourcht of 
John stone, beginning at a black oak and beech, my lower corner, 
at the bank of the river at the mouth of a gut, from thence up 
the meanders of the gut to a beech marked Jo standing at the head 
of the gut near the road, from thence to John Stones upper corner 
Standing in my old line, then with my old line to the beginning, 
containing about seven acres, more or less.

Col. Joel E. Stollings 

This sketch of Joel E. stollings was prepared after the 
foregoing was prepared for publication, go I will end my Stail- 
ings Genealogy with this sketch. 

Joel E, Stollings was born in Logan County, Virginia, Aug 
12, 1833, a son of Griffin and Nancy (Estes) Stollings. By 1860 
Joel E. stollings was one of the most prominent men in Boone 
County being educated as a Lawyer and serving as County Clerk at 
& young age. He served as Boone County Clerk from 1854 to 1860 
and was a momber of the West Virginia State Senate from 1872 to 
1883. Joel died 27 Sept. 1897 and is buried at Madison. 

Joel E. married 14, April 1854, Martha a daughter of Wilson 
and Mary (Green) Kessinger, They had one daughter Medora E.

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BOONE COUNTY, W. VA., MARRIAGES, 1854 - 1861 


Presumably the recording of vital statistics, births, deaths, 
and marriages, began in Boone County soon after it was organized 
in 1847 and continued, along with the recording of deeds, wills, 
tax matters, ete., until interrupted by events of the Civil War. 
The county government appears to have been solidly in favor of 
secession and the Confederacy and immediately took steps to 

arm and equip militia and appointed special police to enforce 
the laws passed by the Confederacy. However, there was in the 
county considerable opposition to secession. 


In the summer of 1861 a Union army under Gen. Cox crossed the 
Ohio and advanced up the Kanawha Valley. The 187th Regiment, 
Boone County Militia, was ordered to muster at the Court 

House which then stood on the west side of Little Coal River 
near the mouth of Spruce Fork. Two militia companies, one on 
Mud River and the other at Peytona, where anti-secession senti- 
ment was strong, refused to attend the muster, but about 475 
men did attend. 


On reaching a point opposite present Marmet Gen Cox heard about 
this force in Boone County and sent Lieut.-Col. Imyart with 
half of the ist. Ky. Regiment to disperse it. On reaching the 
mouth of Hopkins Branch, below present Madison, Imnyart divided 
his force, sending half of it across the river and the mount- 
ain back of present West Madison so as to reach Spruce Fork 
above the Court House and militia, while with the other half 
he proceeded up the east bank of Little Coal River. On reach- 
ing a point near the junction of Kanawha Avenue and First 
Street in Present Madison he halted and sent an officer with a 
flag of truce, reportedly to ask the Militia to lay down its 
arms and disperse. While this officer was wading the river with 
his flag of trnce he was shot and wounded, probably by a civilian 
hiding behind trees at the forks of the river. 


The Union troops, thinking he had been shot by the Militaa, 
charged on the town and the untrained Militia fled across 
Spruce Fork, and anparently in retaliation for the shooting 
of a man with a flag of truce, burned the Court House and 
adjacent buildings. Aprarently they permitted records relating 
to land ownership to be removed before the Court House was 
burned, as the first three Deed Books, the first Land Book, 
the Surveyors Book, and a County Court Order Book are still 
in the County Clerk's office, but nothing in the way of other 
records, vital statistics in particilar, is known to have 
been saved. 


However, a law had fortunately been enacted in Virginia in the 
early 1850's which required County Clerks to send copies of 
their birth, death and marriage records to the state capitol 
at Richmond and these records still exist, thongh some are in 
very bad condition. Some appear to have been damaged by water 
and on others the faded script is very difficult to read. Some 
names, where the paper has been folded or broken are missing 
or illegible.

All of the neople listed in these 228 marriages were 
born before Boone County was formed, The part of present 
Boone County on Big Coal River was then still in Kanawha 
County; Pond Fork, West Fork, Spruce Fork and mich of 
Little Coal River were still in Logan County; while parts of 
Horse Oreek and Mud River were in Cabell County. As a result a 
most of the persons in these marriage records show their ; 
birthplaces as Kanawha, Logan, and Cabell Counties though 
they were actually born in what later became ‘Boone Gouneye

"DANIEL JAVINS" 


Daniel Javins, one of the early settlers of Boone County, is 
of German descent, born A.D, 1809, ‘This is as near a record as we 
ean give, for Mr. Javins does not positively know his own age. He 
was born near Brownstown, Kanawha County, then Virginia, now West 
Virginia, on what was known as the Wilcox farm, 


Daniel Javins, the father of our subject took up government 
land and settled upon it, Indiana were then numerous in this part 
of the country. The first settlers built a fort for their protect= 
ion against the hostilities of the aborigines where the village of 
Brownstown now stands. After a stay of four years his father came 
to Big Coal river, and took up some more land at the mouth of 
Brush Creek, now in Peytona District, Boone County, which is now 
known as the John Kinder farm, His father and mother died very 
soon afterwards, leaving Daniel an orphan at a vry tender age. He 
was then taken to the home of John Kinder, Sr., his half brother, 
(Daniel's mother married twice, Her first husband was John Henry 
Kinder.) Our subject lived with his half brother until he was 
thirteen or fourtsen years of age. He then went to Kanawha river 
to seek employment, and happening to meet hie brother Samuel, who 
was ten employed as a captain on a steamboat which was bound for 
New Orleans. 


This trip down the Ohio and Mississippi rivers opened to 
Daniel's mind new sources of knowledge, though they were not 
dotted here and there along their whole length with large and 
flourshing cities, as now, Then, (say 1822 or 1623) steam navig- 
ating on our western rivers was in an early stage. Cincinnati, 
now a large and opulent city was little more than a large sized 
town, and Louisville, Kentucky, and Vicksburg, were mere villages, 
and Jeffersonville, Indiana, Cairo, Illincis, and Memphis, Tenn- 
essee, now considerable cities were merely hamlets, and where are 
& score towns wild animals roved in freedom of unrestrained liberty. 


After serving sometime on the boat the crew were unloading 
some machinery at Cincinnati, when a very large wheel rolled on 
his thigh and broke it. His brother, the captain of the boat, 
employed a physician and cared for him till he was able to be 
moved, when he was brought back to his sister, who lived on the 
Kanawha River, 


After the crippled boy got well he obtained employment at the 
Salt Works on the Kanawha river, Elisha Brooks was then making 
salt in kettles, He was the man who made the first salt on Kanawha

Born in 1809-=Died March 30, 1894, Uncle Daniel Javins 
4s dead, After suffering on the bed of affliction for ten 
long months he quietly passed to rest on the morning of the 
30th at 2 o'clock a.m, 


Father Javins was born near Brownstown, Kanawha county, 
in the year 1809, which would make him 85 years of age at 
the time of his death, 


Below is a short account of the death of Father Javins 
written by his son and son-in-law; 


Father Javins quietly fell asleep in the arms of Jesus 
Friday morning, March 30th, It was our sad privilege to be 
with him his last sickness, and it seems as though I never 
hated to see a man suffer as bad as I did Father Javins. He 
bore it all with the patience of a martyr. 


He was confined to his room ten months, though growing 


weaker all the time, he was able to sit up, more or less, 
until the very morning of his death.

In the death of Father Javing, the Baptist church at 
this place received a severe shock, she has lost one of her 
oldest and best members, He belonged to the Peytona church 
37 years, and has ever been a grand stake in the church.

A few days before he died he said to me that he must 
go home for he could not rest here, He said, "I want to 
go to my blessed Savior, I want to go to blessed Jesus.

After the preceding account of the Javins family had 
been submitted by Edith E. Javins to the editor, Mrs, Janet 
Hager, secretary of the Society, received a letter from 
Meldon J. Wolfgang, of Albany, N. Y., which contains data 
about Daniel Javins Sr,, father of the Daniel Javins that 
Miss Javins wrote about in her history of the family. 
Excerpts from Mr, Wolfgang's letter follow: 


The Kanawha County Deed Books show the following: 
1808 Book C, p. 291 Daniel Javins leases 50 ac. 
on Coal River from Leonard Morris. 1815 Daniel 
Javins buys interest in 140 ac. on Coal River from 
John Hester. Book D, p 357. 1815 Book D, p. 484, 
Daniel Javins buys 140 ac. on Coal River from 
Leonard Morris. 


Daniel Javins first appears on the personal prop- 
erty Tax lists of Xanawha County in 1796. His last 
appearance was on the list of 29 April, 1818. His 
estate was appraised during the November 1818 
Court term (Book F, p. 35). His estate sale was 
reported to the Court on 12 Jamiary, 1919. Pure 
chasers were: Thomas Law, Nancy Javins. Nathan 
Turley, John Holstein, Margaret Javins, Thomas 
Linville, John Miller, Henry Holstein, Henry 
Kinder, Joseph Byrneside, Pointdexter Toney, Jacob 
Welch, Samiel Javins, John Dolin, Isaac Barker, 
and Jacob Miller. 


- - The only other Javins families in Virginia 
are the Javins of Fairfax County and Alexandria 
City. - - - in the 1850 Virginia census there are 
9 Javins families; one is Daniel Jr. of Boone 
County, another is Rebecca of Dinwiddie Cuounty, 
five others are in Fairfax County, and two others 
in neighboring Alexandria City. To me, these 
patterns indicate that Daniel Sr. came from the 
Fairfax County area and may possibly be the son or 
grandson of Joseph Javins, who unfortunately died 
intestate. (Ca. 1760) 


These excerpts suggest that Daniel Javins Sr. was on Big 
Coal River in 1808, as early as those who are said to have 
been the first settlers in the area. They show too that he 
did not take up "government" land but acquired his prperty 
by lease and purchase from Leonard Morris, who lived at 
present Marmet, and after whom Lens Creek was named,.They 
confirm too that Daniel Javins Sr. died when his son 
Baniel was a child. His death occurred between April 29 and 


November, 1818.

U. S. 1850 CENSUS OF BOONE VOUNTY, WEST VIRGINIA 


In 1790 the United States took the first census of its 
people and they have been taken at ten year intervals since 
that time. At the time of the first census, and also the 
second one, taken in 1800, present Boone County was still a 
part of Kanawha County, and as far as is kmown, no people 
were living in it. Records of both of these censuses were 
destroyed when the British burned the capitol in Washington 
in retaliation for American troops having burned the capitol 
of Upper Canada, during the War of 1812. 


Cabell County was formed in 1809 and originally included 
all of present Boone lying west of Spruce Fork and most of 
its area west of Little Coal River. The Cabell 1810 census 
was also destroyed in the fire mentioned above, but the 
Kanawha census of 1810 is in existence. County boundaries 
were the same in 1820 and census records of both Kanawha and 
Cabell exist. 


Logan County was formed in 1824 and originally included 
nearly all of present Boone that is drained by Little Coal 
River and its tributaries. Allof its area on Big Coal River 
remained in Kanawha County, while a small part of it stayed 
in Cabell County. This was the situation when the 1830 census 
was taken and it was the same at the time of the 1840 census. 
Records of both of these census in all three counties are in 
existence. While all of these census records can be examined 
the only names shown are those of heads of households. Other 
members of the household were roughly grouped by age and sex 
without any indication of relationship to each other or to 
the head of the household, though certain inferences can be 
made from the groupings. 


New policies were initiated in the census of 1850. Famil- 
ies were given numbers in the order in they were visited or 
recorded. The names and ages of all free persons were shown 
but no such record wag kept of slaves. This was also the first 
census of Boone after it became a county, and it had the same 
boundaries then as now except that it took in Main Mud River 
and its tributaries down to and including Big Creek. 


For these reasons the Boone County Genealogical Society 
will publish this census, the first half here and the second 
half in the next issue of this publication. In the compil- 
ation that follows the visitation numbers of the families and 
the names and ages of individuals have been taken from U. S. 
1850 census records. Following the name of each individual 
ig such genealogical information as has been found which 
relates to him or her, All such information has been obtained 
from sources other than ¥+ S. census records. In it certain 
abbreviations have been used to save space, such as M for 

"marriéa", S or s for "son of", D or d for "daughter of", 
D or d, followed by a date for time of death, etc. It is 
believed that these will be readily understood.

Mountains. 


It is believed that Christopher, like all the other German- 
Swiss pioneers of the Shenandoah Valley, landed at Philadelphia 
or Baltimore, passed through the Lancaster and York County 
areas of Pennsylvania, then crossed the Potomac near Harper's 
Ferry, and down into the Valley of Virginia. 


The area near Stoneyman is slightly rolling, excellent farm- 
ing land, and affords a very good view of the Blue Ridge Mounts 
ains, which are only a few miles away. The original land, ora 
portion thereof, appears to have remained in the Comer family 
and a farm in this location is today (1971) owned by Harry 
Comer, a descendant of Michael Comer, Senior.

The widow, age 60 in 1820, died April 11, 1841, 
at the age of 81 years. His heirs filed claim in 1847 for 
additional benefits and they were eventually paid. The claim 
was supported by statements of Jacob Comer, John Comer, John 
Peters, Sally Peters, Elizabeth C. Miller, Barbara Comer, 
Fredrick Comer, Michael Comer, and Catherine C. Ball of 
Logan County.

By the way of exvlanation it may be said that in the U. 5S. 
1840 census, and all earlier U. 5S. census records, the only 
name that anpears is that of the head of the household, its 
other members being grouped by age and sex. In the census 
records cited here for 1820, 1830, and 1540, Samuel Pauley 
appeared as the head of a household, and it has bean presumed 
that the female in the highest age bracket was his wife Patsy 
and that those in the low age brackets or groups were their 
children. It is likely that this is entirely right but there 
is always the possibility that a person other than a child 
coulda have been in the household.
